POSITION 


THE THEATRE OWNER CANNOT DICTATE THE 
PUBLIC’S TASTE IN MOVIES, THIS HAS BEEN 
PROVEN SINCE 1955, At that time, public taste in 
motion pictures changed without Hollywood’s recogniz- 
fing the fact. This lack of recognition nearly brought 
about the demise of the motion picture theatre. 


During this period, and indeed within the past few 
months, very many good family pictures have been 
shown in our theatres, They have been, for the most 
part, unsung, unnoticed and unseen, Why? 


Evidence shows that while every now and then a 
general audience movie will catch the fancy of every 
age group, such as ‘‘The Sound of Music,’’ each age 
group now has its own taste in pictures. Children love 
Disneys, science fiction and adventure pictures, Teen- 
agers like pictures of a more mature nature, The 
adults have their own likes and dislikes. The age of 
movies being the ‘‘mass’’ audience’s ideal entertain- 
ment is past, 


Consequently, in order for the motion picture pro- 
ducers and the theatre owners to survive,’ we must 
cater to the whims of all age groups... just as the 
local library must have books for all tastes and the {| 
clothing store must have mini skirts and bikinis as 
well as hemlines for mother and grandmother. The 
only way this can be done is by showing films of a 
variety of subjects and topics. 


What the theatres have no desire to do is to force 
children to watch movies aimed at the adults, or 
vice-versa. We have no desire to show smut nor 
pornography, We have passed up, and will continue 
to pass up, picture upon picture that we felt had no 
message or value for anyone, We have played a very 
few pictures, at the public’s request, of delicate sub- 
ject matter, These films, however, were well handled, 
and were by no means graphic in their portrayals of 
the situation, 


Believing that there should be a selection of films 
available to the public, and since tastes vary between 
different age groups, we will, and should show family 
movies; we will and should show children’s movies; we 
will, and should show movies for the more mature 
audience, The availability of these to all of our 
patrons is our concern, We shall try to balance the 
scale in our theatres so that everyone has the chance 
to enjoy motion pictures, 


Realizing the great variety of demands from the motion 
picture audiences, and also the concern of parents} 
that their children not be subjected to questionable 
film subject matter, we are placing our theatres on 
the Motion Picture Association of America (MPAA) 
Rating Code, This code is to let you, the public, know 
how a picture is rated and for whom it is generally} 
suitable,

The MPAA Code contains four classifications. The code 
symbols and their meanings are; 


G - suggested for GENERAL audiences; 


M - suggested for MATURE audiences (parental dis- 
cretion advised); 


fR - Restricted Persons under 16 not admitted, unless 
accompanied by parent or guadian; 


X - Persons under 16 not admitted - PERIOD,

a This code will be used by our theatres in all our 
newspaper and radio advertising, and will appear in 
the theatre box office. We make this plea to parents 
- . . that you use this code to decide which pictures 
you want your children to see, and which ones you 
yourselves-want to see, We pledge to youthe enforce- 
ment to the best of our ability of the age restrictions 
under the R and X categories, 


We will call your attention to the fact that G does not 
necessarily mean a picture is a child’s picture, only,§ 
It means a picture that anyone regardless of age, will 
enjoy. Nor does M mean children shouldn’t see a 
certain picture. Some could and some shouldn’t, The} 
parent should learn about this particular picture, then 
by using his own discretion, decide on whether or
